V. Group V (Claims 26-42), drawn to a main body including at least one coupling 
hand, the coupling hand being protruded frontward and having a guide hole in a 
sliding direction; and a cover having a sliding space depressed in the rear face 
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thereof so as to slid ably accommodate the coupling hand of the main body; 
classified in class 455, subclass 575.8 and 575.4.
